ister the oath to employes of the cus- 
toms service and the revenue marine. 


Secretary MacVeagh will ask con- 


gress for a law authorizing the de- 
partment to designate some of its own 
officers to administer oaths.

Ing at Jersey City two policemen were 
badly hurt and arc in the hospital.

la'iul suitable for cultivation. No amount of agricultural knowledge,
